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Dear Members of Council: 


We have been advised by Ontario Hydro that on January 1, 
1985 our cost of power will be increased by approximately 9%. 


This increase to our cost of power purchased will be in 
excess of $17,000,000.00 on our expected load in 1985. Because 
of this estimated additional cost our Commission has requested 
approval from Ontario Hydro for a retail rate increase. This 
is in accordance with and required by The Power Corporation Act. 


To cover this additional cost for power and because 
Hamilton Hydro experienced a financially good year in 1984 it 
will be necessary to request an increase of only 4.4% during 
LISS". 


The increase will apply to accounts rendered on and after 
February 1, 1985 with the exception of bi-monthly residential 
accounts billediion and vafter February 1st, up to and including 
February 28th which will bear one-half the regular increase for 
this month only. This exception is an endeavour to keep the 
new rates from being levied on any portion that might be considered 
1984 consumption. 


The increase to the average residential customer will be 


approximately $1.63 per month.

Members of Council: 


The Transport and Environment Committee presents its TWENTIETH Report for 1984 and 
respectfully recommends:

That: 


i. an additional amount of $275 000 be added to the 1984 Snow Control Accounts; 
and 


ii. the Finance Committee recommend the method of financing. 


That the rates of payment for privately owned garbage packers used to supplement 
City of Hamilton vehicles be increased by 5 percent, as follows: 


i. 20 cubie yard packer - from $23.10 per hour to $24.30 per hour 
ii. 25 cubie yard packer - from $25.40 per hour to $26.70 per hour 
both effective 1984 January 01. 


That the City Solicitor be directed to apply to the Province of Ontario for special 
legislation amending the City of Hamilton Act, 1973, to provide for the erection of 
"no parking" or "no stopping" signs and the issuance of parking tags and, where 
necessary, the removal of vehicles, fences or other obstructions or encumbrances in 
unassumed alleys without such actions amounting to assumption of the alley by the 
City. 


That: 


i. the lease between the City of Hamilton and Hamilton Goodwood Limited, 
dated January 13, 1978, for use of City lands on the south west corner of Main 
Street West and Longwood Road, be assigned to 534603 Ontario Limited 
effective October 1, 1984; and 


ii. the Mayor and City Clerk be authorized to execute the assignment documents 
after approval by the City Solicitor. 


That approval be given for the sale of 17 Dundurn Street South to Victoria Adomako 
in the total amount of $45 000. 


NOTE: The Offer to Purchase was duly executed on November 23, 1985 and is 
scheduled to close on May 3, 1985. The subject property bearing municipal 
number 17 Dundurn Street South measures 83 feet (25.3m) along the easterly 
limit of Dundurn Street South by a depth of 100 feet (30.4m) more or less 
and is shown as Parts 4 and 7 on Plan 62R-3186. Part 7 is subject to a right- 
of-way in favour of others. A right-of-way over Part 15 will be conveyed to 
the Purchaser. The proceeds of this sale are to be credited to account 
number 0280-02. A deposit cheque in the amount of $2 000 is being held by 
the City Treasury pending approval. 
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12. 


That a parking prohibition be implemented on the west side of Emerald Street South, 
commencing at a point 225 feet south of Main Street East and extending to a point 
36 feet southerly therefrom. 


That the existing parking prohibitions on the west side of Studholme Road be 
extended, such that parking is prohibited on the entire west side between Beddoe 
Drive and Aberdeen Avenue. 


That an "Alternate Side Parking" regulation be implemented on Knox Avenue 
between Brampton Street and Mead Avenue, such that parking is prohibited: 


i. on the east side of the street during the months of December, January, 
February and March and from the ist to 15th day of April, May, June, July, 
August, September, October and November; and 


ii. on the west side of the street from the 16th to last day of April, May, June, 
July, August, September, October and November. 


That a "Two Hour Parking Time Limit, 8:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m., Monday to Friday" 
regulation be implemented on both sides of Royal Avenue between Broadway Street 
and Emerson Street. 


That the existing "No Stopping" regulation on the east side of Victoria Avenue South, 
commencing at Stinson Street and extending to a point 110 feet northerly therefrom 
be changed to a "No Parking" regulation. 


That the application by Wei-Kao Lu to lease a portion of the boulevard of Bold 
Street, adjacent to 136 James Street South, be approved provided that: 


i. the applicant pay the annual fee in accordance with the fee structyre approved 
by the City Council on 1984 March 13 (current rate is $3.23 per m%), plus 
taxes, if any, in addition to the $10 annual fee (approved by City Council on 
1984 February 14) to be charged to the applicant for encroachment insurance. 


ii. the owner complies with the requirements as set out in the policy approved by 
City Council on 1975 June 24, respecting using a portion of the road allowance 
for parking purposes. 


iii. the approach, parking area and other structures as required be constructed and 
maintained in accordance with the drawing on Schedule "B" of the agreement, 
at the owner's expense. : 

iv. the owner prepares and executes an agreement, satisfactory to the City 
Solicitor to indemnify and save the City harmless from all actions, causes of 
action, interest, claims, demands, costs, damages, expenses and loss.

(b) place wood planking, minimum thickness two inches (2"), over the 
sidewalk/boulevard for loading bearing distribution and protection, 


(ec) during his operations maintain a minimum width of 1.5 m of unimpeded 
sidewalk, for pedestrian passage; 


v. the applicant indemnifies and saves the City harmless from all actions, causes 
of action, interest, claims, demands, costs, damages, expenses and loss; 


vi. the applicant provide proof of public liability insurance to the Commissioner of 
Engineering in the amount of $1 000 000 naming the City as an added insured 
party with a provision for cross liability.

The Finance Committee presents its TWENTY-THIRD Report for 1984 and respectfully 
recommends:

That, subject to the approval of the Council of the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth, the 1984 transit assisted fare costs for the Group "A"

Approval of the settlement of the following claim: 


By County Court writ issued December 21, 1981, the City commenced action 
against Alanex Corporation Limited, Alan W. Meinzinger, Blanche G. 
Meinzinger, Vincent Meinzinger and Howard (Howie) Vincent Meinzinger for 
recovery of $4 303.52 in costs ($5 303.62 - $1 000.00 received from Alanex's 
bonding company) the City incurred to repair road cuts made by Alanex 
Corporation Limited in 1976. 


On December 13, 1982 the City obtained default judgment against Alanex 
Corporation Limited for $8 632.20 (principal plus accumulated interest) and 
$221.64 for costs, which judgment bears interest at the rate of 13 percent per 
annum until payment, and which judgment is still outstanding. 


The court action has been discontinued against Vincent and Blanche Meinzinger 
and it is recommended that the City's claim against Alan Meinzinger and 
Howard (Howie) Meinzinger be settled upon payment of $2 500 by them to the 
City.

55 FOUNDATION OF HAMILTON INC.

Report, were previously forwarded to the members of City Council. Additional 
copies, if required, are available from the Secretary of the Finance Committee.

Members of Council: 


The Finance Committee presents its FIRST Report for 1985 and respectfully 
recommends: 


1. That the review of 1985 current budget estimates by Standing Committees of 
Council be undertaken based on the following considerations: 


(a) That a line by line review of budgets be confined to a monitoring process only, 
to allow Committee members to understand the content of the budgets and for 
the basic purpose of correcting estimates where required. 


(b) (i) That all packages, accounting for an increase in cost over 1984, 
describing a level of service and related cost, be reviewed, monitored 
and prioritized by each Standing Committee, first at the Department or 
Local Board level, and second, ranked for the Standing Committee 
itself. 


(ii) | That a funding line be established by each Standing Committee and 
presented so that it is clear which levels of service are to be funded 
above the line and which levels of service are not to be funded below 
the line. 


e) (c) That a senior staff Committee, to include the City Treasurer, approved by the 
Finance Committee, be requested to: 


(i) assemble and rank all the packages from Standing Committees in 
priority order subject to Finance Committee/City Council approval. 


(ii) draw funding lines at mill rate increases of: 5% (requirement, 
$3,350,000), 8% (requirement, $5,360,000), 11% (requirement, 
$7,370,000) and 14.1% (requirement, $9,489,900). 


(iii) recommend to the Finance Committee by February 21, 1985 an 
appropriate funding level for its consideration and for approval by City 
Council. 


2. That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a by-law for the 
establishment of a global funding figure of $726,000 for grants in 1985. 


3. That commencing February 1, 1985, the monthly rent for the Balfour-Baxter 
residence at 654 Garth Street will be $1,250.

Section 9 of the 29th Report of the Planning and Development Committee makes 
reference to the Community Heritage Fund Programme and requests the Finance 
Committee to recommend the method of financing the City of Hamilton's share of 
the cost of the Programme. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends that a revolving community 
heritage fund to encourage the restoration of buildings, designated under the Ontario 
Heritage Act in the total amount of $442,000, be established in a separate Reserve 
Fund Account #0278 from a proposed Provincial grant by the Ministry of Citizenship 
and Culture of $250,000 with the balance of $192,000, being the City's cost, to be 
financed by a transfer from the Reserve for the Acquisition of Historical Properties, 
Account #0280-39 subject to the prior approval of the Grant. 


For the information of the members of City Council, the Finance Committee at its 
meeting held January 3, 1985 (due to a 4 - 4 tie vote), was unable to agree on either 
an affirmative or negative recommendation on the following with respect to 
amounts charged for administration and disbursements relating to Tax Registration 
Process and is therefore, now submitted to City Council for its consideration and 
disposition.

The Planning and Development Committee presents its TWENTYNINTH Report 


for 1984 and respectfully recommends:

That approval be given to Zoning Application 84-72, K.D.G. Development Corp. 
Limited, owner, to establish a further modification to the "E-2" (Multiple 
Dwellings) District regulations applicable to property located on the west side of 
Upper Ottawa Street and north of Stone Church Road East, as shown on the 
attached plan marked as APPENDIX "A" on the following basis: 


(a) That the "E-2" (Multiple Dwellings) District regulations as contained in 
Section 11B of By-law No.6593, as amended by By-law No.74-207, be further 
modified to include the following as a special provision: 


(i) That notwithstanding the provisions of Section 11B(1) of By-law 
No.6593, a single-family dwelling and accessory buildings or 
structures thereto, shall be permitted subject to the provisions of 
Section 9A(2) and 9A(5) of By-law No.6593. 


(b) That the amending By-law be added to Section 19B of Zoning By-law No.6593 
as Schedule S-363A and that the subject lands on Zoning District Map E-49C 
be notated S-363A. 


(ec) That the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law to amend Zoning 
By-law No.6593 and Zoning District Map E-49C. 


(d) That the proposed change in zoning is in conformity with the Official Plan 
for the Hamilton Planning Area. 


(e) That the Quinndale Neighbourhood Plan be amended accordingly. 


Explanatory Note - The purpose of the By-law is to provide for a further 
modification to the established "E-2" (Multiple Dwellings) District regulations 
applicable to the lands located on the west side of Upper Ottawa Street and 
north of Stone Church Road East as shown on the attached plan marked as 
APPENDIX "A", 


The effect of the By-law is to permit "small lot" single-family dwellings, in 
accordance with the "R-4" (Small Lot Single-family Detached) District regulations 
in addition to those uses permitted under the existing zoning. 


(A) (a) That approval be given to Application SA-84-14, Joseph Falco and 
Eugene Charko, owners, to establish a draft plan of subdivision located on 
the west side of Upper Sherman Avenue north of Limeridge Road East, 
subject to the following conditions:

(i) That this approval apply to the plan prepared by D. R. Granger and 
Associates, Ine., dated 1984 October 29, revised to show 106 lots, two 
blocks for 0.3 m. reserves and one block for park purposes and one 
block for road widening. 


(ii) That the road allowances and widening for Upper Sherman Avenue be 
dedicated as public highways on the final plan. 


(iii) That the streets be named to the satisfaction of the City of Hamilton 
and the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth. 


(iv) That the proposed subdivision conform with the zoning by-law 
approved under The Planning Act, 1983. 


(v) That the owner convey land in the amount of 5% of the land included 
in the plan to the City for park purposes. The land to be conveyed 
for park purposes shall be located within the area of Block No.110. 


(vi) That such easements as may be required for utility or drainage 
purposes be granted to the appropriate authority. 


(vii) That the owner provide the City of Hamilton with a certified list 
showing the net area and width of each lot in the final plan. 


(viii) That the dead-ends of the road allowances created by the plan be 
terminated in 0.3 m. reserves to be conveyed to the City of Hamilton 
and be held by the City until required for the future extension of the 
road allowances. 


(ix) That the owner agree in writing to satisfy all the requirements, 
financial and otherwise, of the City of Hamilton. 


(b) That a subdivision agreement be entered into by the Corporation of 
the City of Hamilton and the owner to provide for compliance with the 
conditions of approval established by the Hamilton-Wentworth Region with 
respect to this application (SA-84-14), Joseph Faleo and Eugene Charko, 
owners, proposed draft plan of subdivision, and that the City execute the 
agreement when the said conditions have been met and the City's share of 
the cost of installing municipal services has been approved by City Council. 


(ec) The approved Thorner Neighbourhood Plan be amended to reflect the 
subject draft plan of subdivision. , 


That approval be given to Zoning Application ZA-84-74, Robinson Homes 
Limited, prospective owners, for property located on the west side of Upper 
Sherman Avenue, north of Limeridge Road East as shown on the attached 
plan marked as APPENDIX "B" on the following basis: 


(a) That the lands shown on APPENDIX "B" as Block 1, be rezoned from 
"AA" (Agricultural) District to "C" (Urban Protected Residential, 
ete.) District; 


(bo) That the lands shown on APPENDIX "B" as Block 2 be re-zoned from 
"AA" (Agricultural) District to "A" (Conservation, Open Space, Park 
and Recreation) District; 


(c) That the City Solicitor be direeted to prepare a by-law to amend 
Zoning By-law No.6593 and Zoning District Map E-27A; 


(d) That the proposed change in zoning is in conformity with the Official 
Plan for the Hamilton Planning Area. 


Explanatory Note - The approval will provide for a change in zoning to permit 
standard lot size single-family dwellings and a park on the subject lands, which 
lands are included in a draft plan of subdivision and the approval of an amending 
by-law, rezoning the lands, will be a condition which has to be completed before 
final approval may be granted to the plan of subdivision. 


That the Planning and Development Department be authorized to establish the 
following procedures for the dissemination of Over-the-Counter information: 


(a) a photocopying fee of one dollar per page; and 


(b) an Over-the-Counter request for planning material must be accompanied by 
an information request form. 


Explanatory Note - The Planning and Development Department disseminates large 
volumes of photocopied information to the public upon request. With growing 
demand for such information, the costs associated with reproduction and staff time 
are increasing. Accordingly, an information dissemination procedure is required. 


(A) That the Feasibility Study (560 Application) for the City of Hamilton 
Municipal Non-Profit Housing Corporation be accepted and forwarded to the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing; 


(B) That the City of Hamilton Municipal Non-Profit Housing Corporation 
proceed to the Concept Phase for the development of a 55-unit Municipal 
Non-Profit Housing project, as identified in the 560 Application; and 


(C) That staff examine and report to the Planning and Development Committee 
and Council on the most appropriate Department to co-ordinate and assist 
the Municipal Non-Profit Housing Corporation in the development of its first 
project. 


Explanatory Note - On 1984 April 10, City Council approved in principle the 
establishment of a Municipal Non-Profit Housing Corporation and the hiring of a 


consultant to conduct a feasibility study. 


The feasibility study is now complete and should be forwarded to the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing. The study recommends a 55-unit housing 
development as Hamilton's first municipal non-profit housing project. Under the 
funding arrangements with the Province, the consultant advises that this can be 
provided at no cost to the City. 
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That the City Clerk be directed to advise the Hamilton-Wentworth Planning and 
Development Committee that proposed Amendment No.13 to the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Official Plan will have no effect on the City of Hamilton. 


Explanatory Note - The Hamilton-Wentworth Planning and Development Committee 
has circulated and requested comments on proposed Amendment No.13 to the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan. This Amendment proposes incorporating a new 
policy in response to the Planning Act's (1983) "Alternative notice" procedures. 


That the "Urban Conservation Hamilton" Project be submitted to the Federal 
Government for funding under Canada Works. 


Explanatory Note - The proposed project involves three elements - St. Clair 
Heritage District Study, North End Urban Design Guidelines, and Research on North 
End Architectural and Historic Buildings. 


The St. Clair project has strong support from the residents affected, and the other 
two projects have been called for by the North End Waterfront Secondary Plan 
Advisory Committee. 


At its meeting held 1984 October 30, City Council, in adopting Section 10 of the 
Twentysecond Report of the Planning and Development Committee, approved that 
a combination of brick pavers and concrete be used as a sidewalk paving treatment 
for all subsequent phases of the Downtown Hamilton Action Plan. 


It is reeommended that Section 10 of the Twentysecond Report of the Planning and 
Development Committee be amended by adding the following thereto:- 


"and further that the consultant, to be subsequently appointed, shall 
ultimately be responsible for recommending the appropriate sidewalk paving 
treatment to the Planning and Development Committee and subsequently, 
City Council." 


With reference to the "Downtown Promenade" Business Improvement Area (B.LA.) 
and Proposed Budget and Schedule of Payments - 1985:- 


(a) That, in accordance with Schedule "A" appended hereto as APPENDIX "C" 
the 1985 operating budget of the "Downtown Promenade" Business 
Improvement Area (B.I.A.) be approved in the amount of one hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars ($120,000.00); 


(b) That the City Solicitor be hereby authorized and directed to prepare the 
requisite by-law, pursuant to Section 217, The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, to 
levy the 1985 budget to which reference is made in (a) above; and 


(ec) That the Schedule of Payments - 1985, (Schedule "B") appended hereto as 
APPENDIX "D" be approved, and further, that the City Treasurer be 
authorized to deduct any short-fall in the 1984 levy as at 1984 December 31, 
from the payments scheduled for 1985 January and February.

That the City repurchase property on Hempstead Drive being Lot 22, Plan M-227 
containing .5671 acres duly executed by Rocco A. Rosati on 1984 November 23 and 
scheduled for closing on or before 1985 February 28. 


This property has a frontage of 150 feet on the south side of Hempstead Drive by a 
depth of 167.361/162.161 feet and contains an area of .5671 acres. The purchase 
price of $22,500.00 is to be charged to account 0280-02. 


Explanatory Note - The sale of this industrial lot for the price of $25,000.00 was 
approved by City Council at its meeting of 1979 July 31 in adopting Item 5(a) of the 
Thirtysixth Report of the Board of Control. The transaction was completed on 
1979 September 02. 


The Real Estate Department has received several requests from the owners for 
extensions of their construction commencement date due to economic pressures. 
In order to assist where possible, the City granted these extensions. On 1984 
September 14, the owner requested the City to repurchase this lot as the economic 
times make it impossible for him to proceed with the project. It is estimated by 
the Real Estate Department that the current market value of the lot is between — 
$25,000.00 and $30,000.00. 


With reference to the exchange of lands to clear up encroachments on land to be 
sold to Victoria Park Community Homes at 17 Tecumseh Street:- 


(a) That approval be given for the sale of a triangular parcel of rear land 
containing 40.4 square metres more or less. The subject land forms part of 
the property known as 17 Tecumseh Street and is being sold for $1.00 to 
clear up an encroachment on City lands.

Dear Mayor Morrow & Members of Council: 


The Hamilton & District Chamber of Commerce, at a 
recent meeting of its Board of Directors, adopted a 
recommendation regarding candidates seeking office in 
a higher level of government while holding a seat on 
municipal or regional council. 


The Chamber, in its deliberation, has compared the 
municipal, provincial and federal practices in this 
matter and have ascertained that uniform legislation 
does not exist at this time. Therefore, the Chamber 
would urge that uniform legislation be adopted at all 
levels of government to stipulate that "upon the 
official nomination date deadline, a member of another 
legislative body seeking election elsewhere, is 
obligated to resign his/her current position." 


It is the Chamber's view that the public's best 
interest is not served by an elected representative 
seeking election elsewhere prior to completion of a term 
to which that person has been elected. The Chamber also 
realizes that vacancies do occur at both City and 
Regional levels more frequently and would urge that 
Council adopt a policy of holding by-elections in those 
cases where the seat will be left vacant more than 
12 months.

The Chamber, in voicing such recommendations, urges 
Council to allow the democratic process to prevail for 
the longer terms available. However, conscious of the 
costly expense of by-elections for periods of less than 
1 year, the Chamber recommends that seats open less than 
one year should be filled by an appointment. If however, 
the term is-less than 6 months, the Chamber further 
recommends that the seat remain vacant until the next 
election. 


We urge you to consider these recommendations as 
part of an overall policy of responsible municipal/regional 
government.

Genevieve Ligaj was operating a motor vehicle, owned by 
Josef Ligaj when she was in collision with a City 
vehicle operated by Douglas Rose, in which accident 
Douglas Rose suffered injury to to his neck aggravating 
a pre-exiting problem with his neck. 


A settlement has now been negotiated with the insurers 
for Josef and Genevieve Ligaj and it is recommended 
that this claim be settled in the amount of $7,399.44 
inclusive of interest and costs, said amount to be 
payable to the City. ; 


After deduction of the City's expenses, there will 
remain a surplus of $5,896.64 and it is recommended 
that in accordance with the authority granted under 
Section 8(4) of The Workers' Compensation Act, R.S.O.

WHEREAS on 1981 June 17, the Divisional Court struck out the magazine 
sections of the By-law and awarded costs against the City. 


WHEREAS the City appealed to the Court of Appeal, on 1981 December 10, the 
Court of Appeal overturned the Divisional Court's decision and restored the 
magazine sections of the By-law awarding costs to the City. However, shortly 
thereafter, the Court of Appeal ordered a rehearing and on 1983 January 17, the 
Court of Appeal struck out the magazine sections of the By-law and awarded 
costs against the City.

Members of Council: 


The Transport and Environment Committee presents its SECOND Report for 1985 and 
respectfully recommends: 


1. That an Option to Purchase a Drainage Easement over the lands of S. J. Paikin 
Enterprises Limited, extending beyond the northerly limits of West Park Avenue, be 
completed. 


NOTE: The Easement is located on Lot 23, R.C.P. No. 1475 in the City of Hamilton 
and measures approximately 4.5m (150 feet) by .03m (10 feet) cross 
sectionally, said easement comprising an area of 143m“ (1 543 sq.ft.) more 
or less, for the sum of $1.00 to be credited to Account No. 0280-02. 


The said Easement is to be conveyed in exchange for part of an existing 
easement in favour of the City, and it is understood and agreed that the 
closing of this transaction is conditional upon the owner, at its expense, and 
in a form satisfactory to the City Solicitor: 


a. Preparing and depositing, prior to closing, a reference plan showing parts 
2, 3, 5 and 9 as deseribed in Schedule "B". 


b. Entering into an agreement to terminate the existing agreement 
registered as Instrument No. 222708 N.S. as the said existing agreement 
affects the land deseribed as Part 5 in Schedule "B", 


e. Preparing and registering, prior to closing a deed conveying to the City 
the land described as Part 9 in Schedule "B" and provide the City with a 
Solicitor's Certificate of Title certifying that the City is the owner of the 
said land in fee simple, free and clear of all encumbrances. 


d. Without limiting the rights of the City pursuant to this agreement, any 
mortgagee, its successors or assigns of any or all of the land described as 
Parts 2, 3 5 and 9 in Schedule "B" shall be a party to the Grant of 
Easement, Termination of Agreement or Conveyance of Part 9 as the case 
may be.

insurance,

Explanatory Note - The By-law provides for a change in zoning from "AA" 
(Agricultural) Distriet to "B" (Suburban Agriculture and Residential, ete.) District.

The effect of the by-law is to permit a restaurant or refreshment room within the 


"CR" Distriets to have an accessory take-out and delivery food service. 


(a) That the Director of Real Estate be directed to commence buying property 
in the north-west section of the Alpha Enclave (Plan 4) as soon as possible; 


(b) That the following process for acquisition be followed: 
(i) that the Real Estate Department negotiate for a six-month period; 


(ii) that if properties are not acquired during this time, the expropriation 
procedures be commenced following a further report to Council; and 


(iii) that the Real Estate Department refer any persons affected by 
acquisition who might benefit from social services programmes, to 
the Regional Social Services Department; and 


(e) That the Provincial and Federal Governments be informed of the initiative 
by the City and requested to assist with the acquisition programme. 


Explanatory Note - It is in the interest of all levels of Government to acquire the 
subject areas for social and economic reasons. The report recommends the 
continuation of the programme to convert the poorest housing in the City to 
industrial use. It recommends a particular area, which should be acquired by the 
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City based largely on a questionnaire survey. The survey established which house 
owners wish to sell and which tenants wish to relocate. It is estimated that the 
money in the City account will cover the acquisition reeommended. 


That, as proposed Amendment No.14 to the Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan 
would have no adverse effect on the City of Hamilton, the City Clerk be directed 
to advise the Hamilton-Wentworth Planning and Development Committee 
accordingly. 


Explanatory Note - The Hamilton-Wentworth Planning and Development Committee 
has requested comments from the City on proposed Amendment No.14 to the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan. The proposed Amendment would in essence 
change the boundary of Stage 1 Development Area of the West Mountain in the City 
of Stoney Creek and modify the respective policies in the Plan. 


That the Chairman of the Planning and Development Committee, or his nominee, 
attend the Cities and Energy Conference, 1985 March 05-08 in the City of 
Vancouver. 


Explanatory Note - This is the Sixth Annual Cities and Energy Conference. The 
first one was held in Toronto and the third one in Hamilton. The Hamilton 
Conference was very successful, and the papers hat attracted international 
attention. 


Since Hamilton showed unquestionable leadership and commitment in the area of 
municipal energy conservation, Hamilton's presence at the Annual Cities and 
Energy Conference is important and desirable.

Part of 
this By-law dealt with the licensing and regulating of stores selling erotic 
magazines. 


WHEREAS in December of 1979, an organization of variety store owners called 
the Hamilton Independent Variety & Confectionery Stores Inc. commenced court 
proceedings in Weekly Court and Divisional Court to quash the magazine 
sections of the By-law. 


WHEREAS on 1981 June 17, the Divisional Court struck out the magazine 
sections of the By-law and awarded costs against the City. 


WHEREAS the City appealed to the Court of Appeal, on 1981 December 10, the 
Court of Appeal overturned the Divisional Court's decision and restored the 
magazine sections of the By-law awarding costs to the City. However, shortly 
thereafter, the Court of Appeal ordered a rehearing and on 1983 January 17, the 
Court of Appeal struck out the magazine sections of the By-law and awarded 
costs against the City.

; This will acknowledge your letter of 
February lst written on behalf of the Council of 
the Corporation of the City of Hamilton regarding 
Ontario Hydro's rate increase of 8.7 per cent 
effective January 1, 1985. 


Before Ontario Hydro can set its rate 
increase it must submit its proposal to the 
Minister of Energy, who refers it to the Ontario 
Energy Board for review. 


In its report this year, the Ontario 
Energy Board indicated that "Hydro is complying 
with the spirit and intent of the Inflation 
Restraint Program. Employee compensation has been 
held to the limits specified in the guidelines, 
and cost increases beyond the control of Hydro, 
such as purchased goods or services, interest, 
depreciation and taxes are allowed to be passed 
through to customers under the guidelines". 


Although Ontario Hydro's electricity 
rates have increased considerably since 1971, the 
cost of other energy forms have gone up even 
more. Natural gas prices have increased by 838 
per cent and oil prices have jumped by 1233 per 
cent. While the 8.7 per cent increase for 1985 is 
higher than the current rate of inflation, I would 
note that Hydro's cumulative rate increase to date 
in the 1980's has been lower than inflation.

Thank you for your February 1 letter advising me of 

Hamilton City Council's objection to Ontario Hydro's 1985 

«@ wholesale rate increase. Perhaps it would be helpful if I 
; provided some background information on this increase. 


Insofar as it is possible Ontario Hydro, for the 
last several years, has restrained its costs and stayed 
within the 1983-1984 provincial government 5 per cent 
guideline. However, there have been substantial cost in- 
creases over which the Corporation has had no control. 


Ontario Hydro's rates are determined by a number of 
factors. One is the cost for materials. Another is the 
cost of financing new plants to generate electricity. 


A good example of costs beyond our direct control 
can be illustrated by fuel prices. For instance, the cost 
of coal represents 93 per cent of the cost of operating the 
Nanticoke Generating Station. That leaves only 7 per cent 
of the costs over which Hydro can exercise any control. So 
any substantial increase in the price of coal is going to 
drive up Hydro's costs -- costs which must be recovered. 


The costs which we can directly influence, such as 
wages, were held to the government's five per cent restraint 
guidelines. The Ontario Energy Board, whose recommendation 
we followed in rate-setting this year, recognized that Hydro 
is controlling costs where it can.

However, the difficulty in rate-setting lies in 
forecasting so far in advance volatile economic conditions. 
For example, the 8.6 per cent rate increase was approved by 
Hydro's Board of Directors last September, and was based on 
a prediction of Hydro's performance in 1985. It now appears 
that business may be better than expected -- thanks to the 
outstanding performance of Hydro's nuclear units, resulting 
in less demand for coal, and declining interest and infla- 
tion rates. We expect these factors to result in a 1986 
rate increase of between 3.5 and 4 per cent. 


In general, what Hydro is trying to do is keep 
electricity rates at or near the inflation rate, averaged 
out over the 1980s. Some years will be higher, while others 
will be lower. For the 1990s, the Corporation anticipates 
that electricity rate increases will be less than inflation. 


I can assure you that we're doing our best to 


continue to keep our rates as low as possible, which means 
among the lowest in North America.

In view of my responsibilities for import policy, I am 
replying to your letter of December 20, 1984, addressed 
to the Minister of Finance, concerning the adverse impact 
which dumped imports of high voltage porcelain insulators 
are having on Canadian Porcelain Company Ltd. of 
Hamilton. 


Canadian anti-dumping legislation provides for the 
imposition of anti-dumping duties on dumped imports which 
are found to be causing or threatening injury to Canadian 
production. You are probably aware that as a result of a 
complaint submitted by Canadian Porcelain and following 
an investigation by the Department of National Revenue, 
Customs and Excise, pursuant to this legislation, the 
Deputy Minister of National Revenue made, on November 6, 
1984 a preliminary determination of dumping against 
certain imports of porcelain insulators from Japan and 
the United States. As a result, provisional duties 
became applicable to imports from these sources pending a 
final examination of the injury question by the Canadian 
import Tribunal’, 


On January 9, 1985 the Tribunal issued its finding that 
the dumping of certain grades of insulators imported from 
Japan and the United States has caused, is causing and is 
likely to cause material injury to the production in 
Canada of like products. Future dumped imports of 
insulators subject to the finding will now be subject to 
anti-dumping duties.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To The Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton 


Members of Council: 


The Finance Committee presents its FIFTH Report for 1985 and 
respectfully recommends: 


1. Approval of the settlement of the following claims:

By County Court writ dated October 13, 1981, the City 
commenced legal action against Vincenzo Malatesta and 
Savio Contracting Limited for the recovery of $6,052.78 
in costs ($7,952.78 - $1,890.00 received from Savio's 
bonding company) the City incurred in 1978 to repair 
road cuts made by Savio Contracting Limited. 


On November 24, 1981 the City obtained default judgment 
against Vincenzo Malatesta and Savio Contracting Limited 
in the amount of $9,245.14 (principal plus accumulated 
interest) and $125.00 for costs, which judgment bears 
interest at the rate of 28% per annum until payment and 
which judgment is still outstanding. 


Mr. Malatesta who was the owner of Savio Contracting 
Limited passed away in September of 1982 and the 
solicitor for his family has been negotiating with the 
City to clear the title to the family home of the writ 
of execution filed as a result of the City's judgment. 
They have agreed to pay $6,952.78 being the original 
money Owing to the City without interest and costs, and 
it is recommended that this be accepted. 


The Judgment will remain in effect as against Savio 
Contracting Limited but collection of the balance is 
doubtful.

(c) By Supreme Court of Ontario writ issued March 26, 1982, 
Jane Yeomans and Eleanor Dingwall commenced action 
against the City for damages for injuries Mrs. Yeomans 
suffered in a toboganning accident on December 39, 1981 
at Highland Gardens Park (Reservoir Park).

The Planning and Development Committee presents its SEVENTH Report for 1985 


and respectfully reeommends:

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Te PURPOSE OF THE STUDY 


In February 1984, the Planning and Development Committee recommended that 
the Planning Department undertake a study of the Falkirk East ¢ 
Neighbourhood and draw up a plan. The need for the Neighbourhood Plan 


resulted from the proposed subdivision application by Mr. A. Frisina. 
Gs BACKGROUND 


The City of Hamilton, through the guidance of the Official Plan, prepares 
Neighbourhood Plans for the 137 neighbourhoods within the City limits. 
Falkirk East is one of forty neighbourhoods which is presently 
underdeveloped, or undeveloped. 


In 1971, Council approved a plan for the northern section of the 
neighbourhood only, since this area was within Stages 1 and 2 of the 
sewer service boundary set out in the Official Plan (Amendment #228). It 
was concluded that completion of a plan for the Stage 3 area was 
premature at that time. 


De. NEIGHBOURHOOD PLANNING PROCESS 


The Planning process in undeveloped neighbourhoods involves three steps. e 


Step 1 involves collection of population statistics, land use, general 
policies, existing controls, community services and the analysis of 
constraints and opportunities which are then summarized in the Background 
Information Report. This report, completed in October 1984, is the basic 
tool from which the proposed plan is developed. 


Step 2 is the formulation of the graphic and written policies which will 
aid in guiding future development. These policies are based on 
neighbourhood planning principles. The Neighbourhood Plan outlines the 
general goals and the objectives, policies and actions for the various 
land uses and related topics within the neighbourhood. 


Step 3 entails setting up a public meeting to discuss the details of the 
proposed plan. Citizens affected are invited to make comments concerning 
the plan and submit them to the Planning Department. 


Appropriate revisions are made to the plan before it is presented to the 
Planning and Development Committee. Once the Committee has reviewed it, 
then the final map and policies are presented to City Council for ; 
adoption. Official Plan Amendments and zoning changes maybe considered 
at the time of adoption, or at a later date. 


1B DESCRIPTION OF THE STUDY AREA 


The Falkirk East Neighbourhood is a rectangular-shaped area of land (86 

ha - 214 ac.) located in the south-west section of the City. Itis 

bounded by Stone Church Road in the north, Garth Street in the East, 

Rymal Road in the south and Upper Paradise in the west (See Map #1). 
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The neighbourhood is largely undeveloped, except for the north-east 
corner, which has single-family, semi-detached and townhousing with a 
Drive-in Theatre to the west. 


The area is predominantly residential (23.68 ha - 58.52 ac.) with smaller 
~ pockets of commercial (5.48 ha - 13.55 ac.) and institutional (1.72 ha - 
4.26 ac.) land. There are no retail outlets within the neighbourhood. 


The vacant lands will be developed for residential, commercial, 
institutional and park/open space purposes. A large portion of the land 
in the centre of the neighbourhood is designated for a community park and 
a public school (See Figure 2). 

A multi centre is designated for the intersection of Stonechurch and 
Upper Paradise Roads and where the Falkirk East and West, Gilkson and 
Gurnett Neighbourhoods meet (See Map 1). Its purpose is to provide a 
range of activities and services for the residents, in each neighbourhood 


to meet their weekly needs, in addition to providing medium density 
housing to maximize the public transportation and road capacities. 


V. NEIGHBOURHOOD PLAN 


The Falkirk East Neighbourhood Plan is a guide to the future development 
within the area. The Plan is an extension and elaboration of policies 
which exist in the City of Hamilton Official Plan. 

The Plan includes: 


1. A diagrammatic representation of the street pattern and land use 
locations; 


2. a set of written policies ranging from the broad to the more 
specific. (Refer to figure below.)

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The goals represent the broad overall aims for the neighbourhood. The 

objectives, are more specific focussing on the aims for each land use. 

The policies are the governing principles through which the objectives : 
may be achieved. Finally, the actions refer to particular iniatives e 
which the City and/or other agencies must undertake to implement the 

objectives and policies set out. 


A) Goals 


There are two major goals which the City will strive for in the 
development of the Falkirk East Neighbourhood. 


1) The predominantly residential neighbourhood will be as 
self-sufficient as possible; and 


2) the plan will be designed: to be energy-efficient; to provide 
convenient safe and a visually pleasing living environment for 
the people it serves. 


These two goals are inter-related and are the basis from which the 
objectives, policies and actions are derived. 


The first goal is an attempt to amalgamate many community services 

(school, library, recreational, etc.) in two locations, thereby reducing 

the amount of time and energy needed to travel to facilities outside the 
neighbourhood. Falkirk East has the potential of receiving extensive Neck 
community services because the large parcels of land (the Board of eo 
Education and the Community Park) makes consolidation possible. In 
addition, to the community services, commercial establishments serving 

the neighbourhood will be an integral part of the neighbourhood. 


The second goal reflects those broad theoretical and practical planning 
principles which are the fundamental tools that help guide the 
development of a ‘good neighbourhood'. 


The need for energy efficient planning has come to the forefront in the 
1980's. It involves much more than ‘pulling back the reins' of energy 
consumption; it will include developing alternatives which make use of 
the underutilized energy potential that presently exists within the 
City. Design Criteria for Energy Efficient Neighbourhood Planning, a 
report done by the Planning Department of the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth in 1982, outlines the policies and the methods 
required to effectively design an energy efficient neighbourhood. City 
Council has endorsed this method of planning by amending the Official 
Plan to include four specific energy policies “designed to assist in the 
preparation of neighbourhood plans, as well as, development and/or 
redevelopment proposals" (Amendment 714), in addition to the policies 
that already exist. ; 


Energy efficient planning is a new concept amidst the older more widely 


used principles of establishing a convenient, safe and visually pleasing 
living environment. e 
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B)° Objectives, Policies and Actions 
4) Residential 


Objective | 


The Falkirk East Neighbourhood will have a desirable mixture of 
low (18-60 dwelling units per hectare - 8-26 dwelling units acre) 
and medium density (100 dwelling units hectare - 40 dwelling 
units hectare) dwelling units. The lowest densities will be 
located at the centre of the neighbourhocd. Medium density 
residential will be located along, or near the main roads, so 
long as this density is compatible with adjacent residential 
densities. 


Policies 


1) The highest density will be located along Garth, Rymal and 
Upper Paradise Roads and at the multi center, in order to 
maximize usage of the transportation network, without 
increasing the traffic on residential streets. 


2) Larger lot sizes should be located in the centre of the 
neighbourhood with smaller lots on the perimeter. 


Actions 


1) The location of medium and low density designations will be 
affirmed at the time of approval of the neighbourhood plan 
and will be reviewed when an application is made to amend the 
Plan. 


2) Negotiations with developers for lot sizes will be part of 
the planning approval process. 


Objective 2 


Future residential development will not adversely affect the 
existing residential units within Falkirk East or in adjacent 
neighbourhoods. 


Policies 


1) New development located adjacent to existing dwelling units 
will be similar in character. 


2) The existing residential units located in the southern 
portion of the neighbourhood will be retained, wherever 
possible. 
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3) Large lots will be subdivided to provide for infilling where 
access to the present side and rear yards is possible. 
4) New development should take into account the possible shadow ; @ 
effects on the existing developments. 
Actions 
1) The planning process (for example, subdivision agreements and 
site plan control) will help ensure that: new developments 
are compatible with existing ones and existing residential 
units are retained. 
2) Infilling, (where needed), will be encouraged by the City. 


Objective 3 


To provide a mixture of residential units affordable for low, 
middle and high income people. 


Policies 
1) The City will encourage developers to build different types 
of housing for all income groups. 
2) The City will encourage the establishment of subsidized ¢ 
housing scattered throughout the neighbourhood. : 
3) The City will promote attached housing, apartments and other 
forms of housing such as cluster housing and homes whicn may 
be subdivided for multi-residential purposes. 
Actions 
1) The City should endeavour to promote subsidized housing by 
encouraging non-profit organizations to make use of available 
Government programs. 
2) The City will support development proposals which offer a 


variety of housing types for different income groups. 


Cbjective 4 


Residential development should make use of existing 
topographical, microclimatic features and vegetation from which 
passive solar energy may be maximized. 
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Policies

The major facades of buildings will be encouraged to have a 
southern orientation in order to maximize the energy received 
from solar radiation. 


The buildings should be located on the site to minimize 
shadow impacts on adjacent dwelling units. 


Developers and home owners will be encouraged to plant 
deciduous trees on the south face of the building to promote 
Shading in the summer and light access in the winter. 
Similarly, coniferous trees should be located on the north 
face for cooling and heating purposes. Mature trees will be 
retained wherever possible. 


Wider lot frontages should be permitted along north-south 
streets, which would increase the sun exposure to 
second-storey units and reduce the shadows on adjacent 
properties resulting from garages. 


Actions

Energy efficient planning will be an integral part of 
residential subdivision plans and site plan agreements (where 
applicable). Both subdivision and site plans will include 
detailed designs for: 


Streets, lots, building location and orientation, shadow and 
wind effects, vegetation, solar access and their impact on 
Surrounding lots. 


Subdivision plans which utilize existing vegetation, 
topography and microclimate to their advantage will be 
supported. 


Developers will be encouraged to apply the research on the 
space heating modes and land use advantages for Falkirk East 
to their site plans and building designs. 


Re-design subdivision plans which do not include eneray 


efficient planning techniques. The road patterns should be 
designed in an east-west orientation, where practical. 


Commercial 


Objective 


The Multi Centre will serve the major needs of Falkirk East 
residents. A convenience shopping centre should be located at 
the junction of arterial and/or stub roads, so it is readily 
accessible to pedestrian and vehicular traffic. Home 
occupations, compatible with residential land uses, may be 
considered as viable commercial uses.

Policies 


1) Professional office space development will be encouraged to 
locate in the Multi Centre and in the area designated for a 
convenience shopping centre. 


2) A community shopping centre should be located in the area 
designated for the Falkirk Multi centre. 


3) The Centre will offer a range of goods and services to meet 
the community's weekly needs. 


4) A convenience shopping centre will offer goods and services 
to meet the community's daily needs. 


5) The City will discourage strip commercial (extended 
Commercial as identified in the Official Plan) development. 


6) When the Drive-in Theatre re-locates, the lands will be used 
for residential purposes. 


7) Commercial establishments will be designed to mitigate 
impacts on residential areas. 


8) Commercial establishments will be compatible with the 
neighbourhood. 


Actions 


1) Development applications will be approved based on the 
location of the Commercial use designations. 


2) The City should encourage the first commercial establishments 
to locate in the Multi Centre so they would strengthen the 
existing retail on the south side of Stone Church Road. 


3) Site Plan Control will be used to ensure that commercial 
establishments are designed attractively and are suitably 
landscaped and buffered. 

4) The City will not allow the establishment of Commercial uses 
such as taverns, billiard halls, public arcades, etc. 


Institutional (School and Religious Facilities) 


Objective 


The public school (located in the centre of Falkirk East) should 
be integrated into the general design of the neighbourhood, and 
be developed, in conjunction with the Community Park site and 
other community services. The City will encourage a school to be 
built in the neighbourhood.

Policies 


The City will encourage the Board of Education to retain 
their lands for the purpose of building a public school 
and/or high school. 


If the Board of Education decides to build a high school, it 
should have direct access from an arterial road. 


3) Consideration should be given to using the future school 
after hours to provide additional community services. 

4) The City should enter into a joint use agreement with the 
Board of Education for the parkland. 

5) The City should encourage the Board of Education to design 
the School to allow for future conversion into residential 
units and/or other compatible uses. 

Actions 

1) If the Board of Education sells their lands, the Separate 
School Board will be given the priority to buy. 

2) In the event a school is not built, the City should 
reconsider the land use designated in the neighbourhood plan. 

3) The City should approach the Board of Education to establish 


joint use between the park and the school. 


The Board of Education, in conjunction with the City, should 
encourage the community use of the school after hours. 


The City and the Board of Education should consider 
exchanging parcels of land if a high school is to be located 
jn the neighbourhood which would then allow the facility to 
have direct access from Upper Paradise Road. 


Objective 2 


Religious institutions are considered to be an important 
community service and, therefore, encouraged to locate within the 
Falkirk East Neighbourhood. 


Policy 


The City should encourage religious institutions (places of 
worship) to locate in the Multi Centre. If sites are not 
available at the multi centre, sites will be selected along 
arterial roads rather than in the interior of the neighbourhood. 
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Action 


The City will support plans for the development of a church, 
synagogue or other place of worship provided it does not 
adversely affect surrounding land uses. 


Industrial 


Objective 


Industrial developments are not planned for the Falkirk East 
neighbourhood. However, home occupations, industries compatible 
with residential and commercial uses should be assessed on a use- 
by-use basis. 


Policies 


1) The Falkirk East neighbourhood will not contain lands 
designated for industrial uses. 


2) The City should promote home occupations and light 
industrial-commercial developments to locate in the Multi 
Centre or in the area designated for a convenience shopping 
centre, (if there is a demand in the future). This would 
reduce the journeys to work resulting in energy savings as 
well as create jobs. 


Actions 


1) The City should review applications which include light 
industrial uses compatible with residential, or commercial 
developments. Their merit being assessed on an individual 
basis. 


2) The City will use Site Plan Control to ensure that compatible 
industrial uses will have landscape buffering. 


Park and Open Space 


bjectives 


The parks and open spaces within the Falkirk East Neighbourhood 
will be developed and designed to meet the needs of the 
Community. Pedestrian and bicycle links will improve the energy 
efficiency of the neighbourhood. 


ae Tees 
Policies 


1) The community park will be developed to provide passive and 
active recreational activities. 


2) The park will have an access from an arterial road. 


3) The park will be designed to accommodate the needs of the 
neighbourhood. 


4) The City will consider entering into a joint use agreement 
(for the park) with the Board of Education. 


5) The open space/park system will be developed in a 
comprehensive manner linking the community park, two 
properties owned by the Board of Education, convenience 
shopping centre other, retail outlets and having accesses to 
internal and arterial roads. 


Actions 


1. If there is a joint school/park agreement between the City 
and the Board of Education, the design of the park and school 
Site should be a joint effort between the two owners. 


2. The City should request developers to provide a systematic 
arrangement of linear parks/walkways/bicycle paths in their 
plans of subdivision, if shown on the neighbourhood plan. 


3. The City should encourage the Parks Department to design a 
schematic plan of the park, in the near future; this would 
allow the park to be developed in phases. It would also 
allow residents, who live in Falkirk East, to avail 
themselves of park facilities before the neighbourhood jis 
fully developed. 


4, A Community Council should be set up to ensure that the 
Community's needs are incorporated into the design of the 
park. 


Community Services 


Objective 


To offer a variety of community services which would allow 
Falkirk East to become a relatively self-sufficient community. 
If the facilities are extensive, permit adjacent neighbourhoods 
to use them. 
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Policies 


The City should encourage the Public Library to locate in the 
Multi Centre. 


Westmount Community Centre and the Allan MacNab Community 
Centre will continue to serve the Falkirk East Neighbourhood 
until such time that they become overcrowded and/or a new 
complex is built within the neighbourhood. 


Consideration should be given to designing the sports complex 
as part of the public school, and park development. It 
should be located along Upper Paradise Road to maximize 
accessibility. 


Actions 


The Library Board should monitor the neighbourhood 
development, in the future, to determine the need to expand 
their services. In the interim, the Bookmobile Service 
presently used should be expanded. 


The Culture and Recreation Department should consider 
designing a sports complex in the Falkirk East neighbourhood 
which will complement the existing facilities at the Allan 
MacNab Community Centre and Westmount Community Centre. 


Transportation 


Objective | 


The road pattern will be designed to maximize eneray efficiency 
without jeopardizing the safety and the convenience of the people 
it serves. 


1) 


2) 


Policies 


The use of energy efficient measures will be an important 
factor in the design of the street system. 


The street system will be designed in an east-west 
orientation thereby, maximizing the solar energy available 
for the residential lots. 


The internal street system for safety and amenity reasons, 
will be designed to discourage thru-traffic. 


The arterials will be upgraded to accommodate future 
development and internal roads will be built as needed. 
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5) Traffic lights should be installed when warranted, at the 
intersection of the roads bounding the neighbourhood and 
additional lights will be installed when warranted at stub 
and arterial intersections. 

6) As many mature trees as possible will be retained along 
roadways to act as a buffer. Plant new trees where there is 
a deficiency in vegetation, so roadways will be attractive as 
possible. 

Actions 

1) The City will endorse an internal road system for the 
neighbourhood which minimizes street length, the number of 
stops and does not create thru-traffic. 

2) The City will consider investigating the reduction of street 
widths. 

3) One of the criteria for subdivision approval is that proposed 


Street systems be similar to the road pattern approved in the 
neighbourhood plan. 


Obective 2 


Pedestrian/bicycle paths on public lands and public transit will 
be promoted by the City. 


1) 


Policies 


Public transit routes will serve as many people as possible 
by locating bus stops in convenient and accessible areas. 


2) Any bicycle/pedestrian paths which connect the multi centre, 
community park, commercial areas and the Board of Education 
lands, should be incorporated into an overall city design. 

3) The City should assess the need for constructing sidewalks if 
bicycle and/or pedestrian paths are provided. 

Actions 

1) The City will encourage the development of the 
bicycle/pedestrian paths through the process of subdivision 
and site plan control. 

2) The City will encourage Hamilton Street Railway to provide 


shelters and/or benches at most bus stops. 
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viii) Infrastructure 


Objective 


The Falkirk East Neighbourhood will have municipal services 
before new construction has been started. 


Policies 


1) The City will request the Regional Engineering Department to 
provide storm and sanitary sewers and an adequate water 
supply capable of serving the people in the neighbourhood. 


2) The City will discourage ‘leap frog’ development by providing 
extensions of existing services. 


3) The City is considering studying storm water management in 
1985. 


Action 


1) Regional Engineering Services will assess the need for the 
extension of municipal services in the neighbourhood on a 
periodic basis. 


VI. ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 


The Neighbourhood Plan is a policy of City Council but is not 
incorporated into the Official Plan. The Plan is not intended to be 
rigid. It is expected that there will be changes from time to time in 
response to new circumstances. However, changes should reflect the 
general goals of the Plan. Very minor alterations in land use and 
boundaries will not need a plan amendment. However, other changes wil] 
need Council approval and full participation of those affected. 


An Official Plan amendment is required to override tne staging policies 
in the event development begins ins Stage 3. A second amendment may be 
needed if any Commercial designation exceeds .4 ha (1.0 acre). Any other 
changes to the Neighbourhood Plan which do not conform to the Official 
Plan will require amendments.

Although he said there was 
no evidence of bias, Mr. Justice Krever held that there was an apprehension of bias 
in the close relationship between the Board of Health, to which complaints about the 
applicant's premises had been made and whose staff had investigated the complaints 
and the Licensing Committee, two of whose members were members of the Board of 
Health. He therefore granted an order preventing the proceedings from continuing 
until more members could be added to the Licensing Committee so that the 
proceedings could be heard by a quorum, none of whose members were also a 
member of the Board of Health. He also awarded 399810 Ontario Limited costs. 
399810 Ontario Limited through its solicitor originally claimed $2,731.75 for costs 
but after some negotiation same have been reduced to $1,547.25 and it is 
recommended that costs in the amount of $1,547.25 be paid and that the Finance 
Committee recommend the method of financing."

AND WHEREAS additional time between Polling Day and the First meeting of the 
elected Council would be of benefit to newly elected members to acquaint 
themselves with municipal and administrative business and processes; 


THEREFORE the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing be requested to amend 
the Municipal Elections Act to provide for Polling Day to be the First Monday in 
November in each election year; 


AND THAT the Association of Municipalities of Ontario, all cities with a population 
of 40,000 or more and the M.P.P.'s be requested to endorse this resolution." 


That the following resolution from the City of Windsor dealing with an amendment 
to the Municipal Elections Act to provide mail-in ballots for disabled voters not be 
endorsed. 


"WHEREAS the voting franchise is a privilege which should be exercised by all 
citizens regardless of status or circumstances; and 


WHEREAS citizens who are disabled are entitled to equal access to polling places; 
and 


WHEREAS facilities which are available as polling places for municipal elections, 
(and indeed Federal and Provincial elections as well) cannot all be made suitable for 
access by persons in wheelchairs and afflicted with other physical disabilities; and 


WHEREAS, although the Municipal Elections Act permits voting by proxy and voting 
at advance polls which polls could be made suitable for the disabled, these 
alternatives are not acceptable to all disabled persons, and in fact compel a certain 
segment of the community to vote under conditions which deprive them of full 
knowledge of the issues and candidates because voting must take place prior to the 
regular polling day; and 


_ WHEREAS the current provisions of the Municipal Elections Act result in 


discrimination against certain electors and in fact deprives some disabled persons of 
the right to vote; and 


WHEREAS certain jurisdictions in the United States have experimented with "mail- 
in" ballots and the procedure has proven satisfactory; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing 
BE URGED to recommend an appropriate amendment to the Municipal Elections Act 
tos 


(a) permit the registration of disabled voters who have been so certified by a 
physician for all municipal elections; 


(b) require municipalities to provide a ballot to all such persons to permit them to 


mail the ballot to the municipal clerk by a specified date; 


(ec) provide for a method of verification of such ballots by requiring a signature at 


the time of registration and a signature on the ballot envelope which is 
removed by the returning officer thereby preserving the secrecy of the vote; 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this resolution be forwarded to the 
Association of Municipal Clerks and Treasurers of Ontario and the Association of 


Municipalities of Ontario for endorsation and to local members for support, and that 
a copy of this resolution be sent to all Ontario Municipalities over 50,000 population 
for endorsation."

The Transport and Environment Committee presents its SIXTH Report for 1985 and 
respectfully recommends:

The Region passed such a resolution and the legal firm of 
Weir and Foulds was retained and legal action commenced 
against Canadian Great Lakes Casualty & Surety Ltd. (the 
bonding company) and Jack Hershoran, Trustee of the Estate of 
Cantelco Communications Inc., a Bankrupt (the telephone 
supplier and installer). 


Since commencement of the legal action efforts have been 
made, principally by Rockwell International, to remedy the 
defects without costs to the Region and the City other than 
the legal fees paid to Weir & Foulds. 


By Memorandum dated December 298, 1984, the Regional 
Department of Engineering advised that the telephone system 
was working sufficiently well and that further correction of 
minor deficiencies would have no effect on system performance 
and that therefore the legal action could be terminated if 
Rockwell International would undertake to support the system 
with parts until 1991 and provide repairs at no costs if the 
trunk frame problem recurs. 


In conclusion, it is respectfully recommended that: 


(1) The City discontinue its legal action against Canadian 
Great Lakes Casualty & Surety Company Ltd. and Jack 
Hershoran, Trustee of the Estate of Cantelco 
Communications Inc., a Bankrupt;

The action resulted from a January 22, 1979 
accident in which Meta Ann Schell alleged that a Fire 

Department emergency vehicle being driven by Mr. Hilton on 

the way to an emergency call, entered her lane causing her 

to take evasive action and resulting in her travelling off 

the road and striking a hydro pole. She was driving a Darts 
vehicle at the time and three of her infant passengers suffered 
injury. Two of the infants subsequently commenced their own 
legal actions and their damages were paid by Mrs ."Schellits 
insurer being the insurer of the Darts vehicle, which insurer 
has now claimed reimbursement for these paymentisMinvthistaction. 
Mrs. Schell who suffered a minor head injury, multiple contusions, 
lacerations of both knees and traumatic shock, claimed $15,000.00 
plus costs and interest. Her knees continue to bother her even 
five years after the accident. The infants Tamara Grace Tomkin 
and William Hand were paid a total of $7,891.40 by Mrs. Schell s 
insurer and $1,000.00 was also paid to a third infant who did 
not commence legal action.

Related to a recent conversation with Mr. Ed Kowalski, Director 
of Community Development, I would confirm our interest in 
working with you and the Committee on the continuing 
development of the Downtown Action Plan, specifically related 
to the Gateway Treatment. 


We understand the construction budget is in the range of 
$250,000 to $275,000. Based on this, the fact that we are very 
familiar with each specific situation related to ongoing work 
on Phase II, and the obvious logistical advantage of dealing 
with this additional work by the same staff working on Phase 
II, we would suggest an upset fee budget of $20,000.

#433 Bay Street North is a twoestorey, brick residence 
built in 1885 by Henry Louis Bastien for his son Louis. The 
home is located in the historic port community of the North End 
On a height of land that overlooks the western end of Hamilton 
Harbour. 

The significance of the building derives in part from its 
location and its close associations with Hamilton’s waterfront 
history. Original owner of the property H.L.~Bastien was a nationally 
known designer and builder of sailboats, canoes, rowboats, etc. The 
Bastien boatworks,founded in 1865, were located to the rear of the home. 

The home remained in the Bastien family ownership for over 
6Q years until sold by his daughter Olevine in 1947. 

Architecturally, #433 Bay Street North displays popular stylistic

250 James Street South is considered one of Hamilton's 
finest examples of a Second Empire Style residence. The home 
was built in 1880 for the Hamilton Real Estate Association and 
was designed by James Balfour, a local architect noted for 
his plans for the Detroit Art Museum and the Hamilton City Hall 
(1889). 

Located at the northwest corner of Herkimer Street, 
Balfour~s house is a vital component in the James South 
streetscape. Its construction was part of a late 19th century 
expansion which resulted in a fashionable and coherent 
Victorian neighbourhood along James South. Despite later 
changes, this historic streetscape continues to be a prominent < 
urban feature of Hamilton today. 

Architecturally, 250 James South displays the tall 
proportions and decorative detail characteristic of the Second 
Empire Style, namely, the slate mansard roof, arched windows 
and doors, shutters, brackets, dormers, corner quoins and 
elaborate chimneys.

Ballinahinch, the stately stone mansion located at 
316 James Street South where Aberdeen Avenue intersects, 
was built originally in 1849-50 as the residence for Aeneas 
Sage Kennedy, a Scottish dry goods merchant. Known as 
the Wilderness, Kennedy’s home was rebuilt after a fire caused 
major damage in 1853.When lawyer Edward Martin purchased the 
residence in 1870, he renamed the home Ballinahinch after his 
grandfather Humanity Martin’s estate in Ireland. He also added 
such baronial attributes as the family coat-of-arms over 
the front entrance. Designer of the original building was 
William Thomas, a well Known architect of the mid-19th century. 

316 James Street South has been rated a building of 
architectural excellence in the Adamson inventory. It is 
highly valued as an outstanding example of the country villa 
style, showing both Italianate and Gothic features, and as 
a work of an important early Canadian architect. It is 
significant also as a rare survivor from one of Hamilton's 
most distinguished building periods, the era of limestone 
architecture (1840 °s-50°s),when manorial estates populated 
the rising slopes of Hamilton mountain. 

Ballinahinch formerly served as the private home of such 
leading Hamiltonians as Edward Martin, founder of the Martin 
and Martin law firm, publisher William Southam and industrialist 
Frank McKune.In 1944, 316 James South was converted into 
apartments and in 1980 into condominiums. 

Of importance is) the conservation of the original features 
of Ballinahinch, particularly on the east and south facades,

a standing Membership Sub-Committee of the Mayor's Race 
Relations Committee be established to deal with requests 
for membership; 


the Terms of Reference for the Mayor's Race Relations 
Committee be amended by adding the following clause: 


(i) to encourage others to learn, understand, respect 
and convey the special status and issues of Native 
People(s) (aboriginals of this country), as well as 
their rights, whether it be aboriginal/treaty. 


That Council send a delegation to Queen's Park to meet with the Premier, the 
Minister of Labour, and the Chairman of the Ontario Human Rights Commission, 
to urge the Commission to expedite its investigation on racial complaints against 


Yellow Cab. The delegation to Queen's Park shall include a special Sub- 


Committee of the Mayor's Race Relations Committee, comprised of its Co- 
Chairman and two (2) additional members. 


That Council endorses the policy of Equality of Rights as established under 
Section 15 of the Canadian Charter of Rights; accordingly, Council directs 
the following actions be taken: 


(a) a Standing Sub-Committee of the Mayor's Race Relations Committee 
be appointed to: 


(i) draft and send letters to the Hamilton business 
community and other organizations advising that 
Section 15 of the Charter of Rights is in effect, 
and encouraging all organizations to comply with the 
spirit of the Charter and declare that they are equal 
opportunity employers; and 


(ii) liaise with the City's Purchasing Department to 


formulate a policy requiring all organizations providing 
goods and services to the City to be equal opportunity 


employers; 
(b) the City's Purchasing Department be requested to: 
(i) formulate a contract compliance policy for all its 


contractors; and 


(ii) report to the appropriate Committees of City Council 
and to the Race Relations Committee on the actions it 
intends to take in the non-discriminatory and contract 
compliance areas.
